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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: The specification recites the elements "fixing member" and 
"moving manipulate member", these elements are no longer in the claims and "holder" 
and "carrier" are not defined in the claims and cannot reasonably be interpreted as 
"fixing member" "movable manipulate member" if the specification provides no definition 
for "carrier" and "holder". 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the holder and carrier 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered.
